2, or (ii) a splice variant thereof, with a test 
compound; and (b) determining whether said test compound inhibits the binding of a ligand 
to said MCK-10 protein or splice variant thereof, thereby effecting a cellular change in said 
cell line ; and fc) subsequently determining the activity of said MCK-10 protein or splice 
variant thereof, wherein a test compound that effects a cellular change in said cell line and 
reduces or inhibits the activity of the MCK-10 protein or splice variant thereof is an 
antagonist of MCK- 1 0.
